others are tackling other remedies. 
T b s 
Agricultural 
Department. 
is 
working on plans 
for 
an 
increased 
crop yield as an effective remedy. 
The Commerce Department is inves­ 
tigating the cost of distribution and 
other problems. 
In the meantime, Congress threatens 
to agitate every tiling from a food em­ 
bargo to government price fixing. 
There is a vast sentiment for a Gov­ 
ernment Commission 
to 
fix 
prices, 
though an embargo will he tile pnii- 
cli>al issue. 
officials are avoiding Ute discussion 
of a food distatorship. believing that 
they will meet tho problem without 
such drastic action. 
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E R E are nine members of the joint railroad investigating committee of the Senate and the House, one of the 
most important committees which has been appointed for some time.

Adamson law, passed at the last session of Congress, but of transportation and shipping, is to he taken up

All but nineteen 
escaped to boats.

the submarine appeared and delib­ 
erately discharged a second tor­ 
pedo. 
The vessel split and sank 
like a rock. 
The men were either 
drowned or blown to pieces.”

ed posts on both sides of the Alt 
river. 
Patrols 
of 
Falkenhayn’s 
and 
Mackenzen’s armies 
are 
united, 
but only the future will determine 
if this will prevent a united 
Ru­ 
manian stand on the Alt, 


PARIS, Nov. 29.— Reports here to­ 
day say that the Bucharest diplomatic 
corps and bankers have left for Jassy 
on the Russian frontier, where a tem ­ 
porary Rumanian capital has been es­ 
tablished. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.— The progress of 
Field Marshal Von Mackensen’* force 
from Giurgiu is the crux of the Ru­ 
manian situation today. 
lf the Teutons’ wedge can be blunt­ 
ed and stopped until the 
Rumanians 
reach their latest line 
of 
defenses, 
presumably on the Argesiu river, the 
Rumanians, reinforced 
by 
the 
Rus­ 
sians. may yet turn the tide. 
As the Berl*n official statements are 
stiff silent regarding captures of largo 
bodies of troops, it is 
believed 
here 
hat ihe Rumanian retreat is orderly 
and the troops possibly have eecaped 
most of che encircling movement# on 
which the German Balkan campaign 
is based.

Ray ll, owned by Percy 
Thelnn 
of 
Santa Ana and built for him by Chris 
Kosterlltz of Santa Monica, took lier 
initial plunge into the waters of New­ 
port Bay on Sunday morning. 
For about three months Thelan has 
had the boat builders working upon 
the new boat which in many ways is 
a novel craft, and which when proper­ 
ly ballasted will no doubt bo one of the 
most popular vessels of lier kind on 
the south coast. 
The Ray ll built from a De Foe 
standard tug pattern is 48 feet, 4 
inches over all and has a l l foot beam 
and when ballasted will draw 5 feet 
and six inches. 
The hull Is roomy 
and comfortable in the extreme and 
every effort lins been made 
in 
the 
finishing to provide for the comfort 
of the passengers. 
Sleeping accom­ 
modations have been provided for six 
persons and all of the equipment is 
of the latest design, including lavato­ 
ries, wash sinks, galley and berths. 
The lanuch will be electric lighted 
throughout and should be capable of 
making a speed of from nine to ten 
miles an hour. 
The Ray ll is powered by two gas­ 
oline motors of the Western Reliance 
type, and made in Los Angeles. 
The 
larger of the two motors is rated at 
50 horse power and the smaller at 
twenty. It is the owner's idea to have 
the smaller of the engines for trolling 
purposes when less speed is desired 
and also for the purpose of auxiliary 
power for safety in the event that one 
of the motors developed trouble when 
under way. 
The motors are quite 
unique in the matter of being two 
cycle in construction, the gas being 
compressed in a compression chamber 
and furnished to the cylinders evenly, 
making the motor run, it is said, as 
evenly as a steam engine. 
The launch was christened by Mrs. 
Ray Bunch of Santa Ana, a friend 
of the Thelan family.

as formerly she was reported to be. 
Until some three months ago she had 
as her right bower her kinsman, son 
of a daughter by inorganic marriage, 
Prince Douglas of Ludwig, of Bavaria, 
and therefore as German as she. 
His 
death was a distinct loss to pro-Ger­ 
m ans. 
As Marechal of the Court, his 
influence 
w as 
great, 
and 
it 
was 
through him m ostly that the Queen 
exerted an influence on the politics 
of Sweden as they bore upon the war. 
The university of Upsala, oldest and 
m ost influential iu the country, is an­ 
other center of conservatism and pro- 
Germ anism . 
T his is perhaps because 
the university graduates belong to the 
“ruling classes” or nobility, and the 
nobility seem to see something men­ 
acing to itself in the destruction of 
the ruling nobles of Germ any. 
W hy? 
But if Queen, Court, arm y circles 
and the nobility, or “ruling classes” of 
Sweden are proG erm an, why did not 
Sweden long ago join the w ar on the 
side of the C entral Pow ers? 
I asked this question of a num ber 
of m en: bankers, editors and business 
men. 
Summed up the reply w as this: 
The bulk of the population of Swe 
den is dem ocratic 
in 
the 
extrem e. 
T here is even a fairly strong current 
in Sweden favoring a Republican form 
of Governm ent. 
Once a year, regu 
larly. some one gets up in the legis 
lature and proposes a Republic. 
He 
is not howled down. He is not hanged 
as a traitor. 
He is not im prisoned for 
les-nmjesty. 
To the contrary 
he 
is 
listened to quite as though he w ere 
proposing the building of a postoffice 
at H aparanda or increasing the tax 
in tobacco. 
A debate follows, a warm 
lebate, various m em bers of the bady 
of law m akers stating their view s on 
the subject. 
Then comes a vote and 
the Republic is defeated. 
Sweden Democratic 
This shows the absolute dem ocracy 
it the bottom of Sweden. The United 
States, too. have some influence on 
he national mind, though the "ruling 
.•lasses" would scarcely adm it it. 
"The population of Sweden outside 
the big cities," a Swedish editor re­ 
m arked. "know s more about the Unit­ 
ed S tates th a r they do 
about 
any 
Jther country. 
And most 
of 
them 
mow Chicago, M inneapolis, New York 
m d other A m erican cities better than 
hey do Stockholm. 
The reason for 
his is plain. 
Many Swedes have gone 
:o the i'n ited States. 
They have met 
with success there. 
They 
like 
the 
country. 
So they w rite glowing ac­ 
counts of the great country, the cities 
and towns, and tell the folks at home 
now this and that is done in the 
States. 
All this has a direct influ­ 
ence. 
It may not be pressing an ag- 
jressive, hut it is consistent. 
Sweden 
s sure to become a Republic some 
lay. 
Not because it w ants to copy 
illy other nation 
but 
because 
the 
whole tendency of dem ocracy is in 
‘hat direction and Sweden, heart and 
ioul is dem ocratic. 
I don't m ean we 
ire going to have a revolution or any 
thing like that. 
Nor do I m ean that 
we are going to become a Republic 
next week. 
W e will simply evolute 
into a Republic, do it by vote of the 
people, by consent of the m ajority. 
Majority H at Say 
"For, believe me, the m ajority has 
ts say in Sweden and perhaps that 
is why the Queen, exceedingly intelli­ 
gent though she is. and all the court 
ifficials, nobles and “ruling classes” 
have not had any great influence in 
placing Sweden on the side of Ger­ 
many. 
Lika the United States most 
Swedes do not want war. 
And though 
there was danger at one time of Swed- 
•n coming in. I believe all danger past 
now.”
